Bacchante and Infant Faun, a bronze statue centered in the Courtyard's fountain, is a reproduction of the original work 
by American sculptor Frederic William MacMonnies (1863-1937). MacMonnies made a gift of the sculpture to 
Charles Follen McKim, architect of the new Boston Public Library. McKim intended that it adorn the Library's 
courtyard fountain, a gift to the Library in memory of his wife Julia Appleton McKim. The sculpture was installed, 
but only after much controversy. Its removal to prepare a permanent pedestal allowed critics to succeed in banning the 
statue. McKim withdrew his gift of Bacchante and Infant Faun to Boston, and gave it to the Metropolitan Museum in 
New York. Two more castings were made from the original plaster model, and one of these made its way to the 
Museum of Fine Arts, Boston. It is this figure which was used for the reproduction that now graces the fountain in the 
Library's Courtyard; the fountain had remained empty until the return of Bacchante and Infant Faun. 


The reproduction of the Bacchante and Infant Faun was reinstalled in Phase IIb of the restoration project of the 
McKim building. A photograph appears at http://www.bpl.org/graphics/ ish.jpg. This was 
found using the Library’s webpage at www.bpl.org, selecting the “News and Events” box and then clicking on 
“McKim Restoration” in the left hand side bar under “Related Links.” Selecting Phase IIb, then clicking on the 
underscored word “continued” in the text description brought up this photograph along with others documenting the 
Courtyard restoration. A closer view of the Bacchante illustrates the article on the “Courtyard Opening” that is at the 
top of the left sidebar of the “News and Events” page.

Westerly Hall was used for the West Roxbury Free Library from 1852-1923 (as of 1874 a 
branch of the BPL). In 1923, architect Henry M. Seaver designed a new Georgian style 
building for the Library, next to Westerly Hall. Westerly Hall was sold to the American 
Legion and was then moved 75 yards down Centre St to a foundation built by American 
Legion post members. Local architect Thayer, who lived on the corner of Bellevue and 
Linnet streets, volunteered his services to make design changes as well as structural 
improvements. The building had major renovations. A bowling alley was installed in the 
basement.
